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Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,  1963 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  your  District  for  the 
year  1963. 

The  Vital  Statistics  do  not  compare  so  favourably  with  the 
previous  year. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  a  little  lower;  the  Death  Rate  somewhat 
higher,  but  is  still  slightly  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales. 
There  were  171  deaths  this  year  as  against  144  in  1962 — the 
population  being  just  over  100  less.  Of  these  171  deaths,  45 
died  aged  65-75;  45  between  75-85;  18  were  over  85;  2  being 
over  90. 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  is  higher  and  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
is  also  higher  although  there  were  the  same  number  of  deaths  as 
last  year — 4.  Of  these  4  infant  deaths,  1  died  from  asphyxia 
aged  10  minutes;  1  from  hydrocephalus  and  spina  bifida  aged 
1  day;  1  from  prematurity  aged  2  days  and  1  from  congenital 
hydrocephalus  at  6  months.  All  4  deaths  took  place  in  hospital. 
These  figures  give  a  Standard  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  21.49,  a 
neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  16.12  and  a  perinatal  mortality  rate 
of  52.12. 

Cases  of  Cancer  of  all  parts  of  the  body  increased  by  1, 
while  cancer  of  the  lung  or  Bronchus  was  exactly  the  same  as 
last  year.  Men  have  given  up  smoking  more  than  women  and 
certainly  fewer  Doctors  smoke  nowadays. 

Deaths  due  to  conditions  of  the  heart  and  vascular  system 
numbered  73.  Diabetes  accounted  for  4  deaths,  pneumonia  8 
and  bronchitis  6.  There  was  1  suicide  as  against  3  last  year. 

Notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  2  in  com¬ 
parison  with  6  in  1962.  This  is  a  new  low  for  this  area.  One 
non-pulmonary  case  was  notified. 

During  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit’s  visit,  1,549 
persons  attended.  No  new  case  of  Tuberculosis  was  found  but 
41  other  conditions  were  discovered. 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  is  carried  out  each  year 
in  the  schools,  the  age  limit  this  year  being  lowered  to  1 1  years. 
The  response  continues  to  be  good  and  the  co-operation  of  the 
Head  Teachers  is  excellent. 


The  number  of  infectious  diseases  totalled  475;  Measles 
accounted  for  403  of  these  and  Whooping  Cough  47.  There 
were  3  cases  of  Dysentery.  Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 
by  the  Oral  method,  is  now  offered  in  the  schools  as  well  as  in 
Clinics  and  General  Practitioner’s  surgeries.  This  year  vaccina¬ 
tion  against  Tetanus  was  incorporated  with  Diphtheria  and 
offered  to  school  children  under  10  years  of  age.  There  was  a 
good  response.  We  hope  to  do  this  each  year  in  future  offering 
it  to  the  new  entrants  only. 

There  was  a  case  of  Typhoid  in  a  neighbouring  area  in  a 
girl  who  worked  in  a  bakery  in  this  area,  for  2  weeks  before 
being  admitted  to  hospital.  This  necessitated  a  good  deal  of 
work  in  the  follow  up  of  all  the  people  employed  at  the  bakery 
and  their  families,  but  fortunately,  there  was  no  further  infection. 

The  Council  recommended  that  the  Durham  County  Water 
Board  be  informed  that  they  were  in  favour  of  the  fluoridation 
of  the  water  supply  to  their  area.  Actually  the  water  is  already 
naturally  fluoridated  to  the  correct  amount. 

The  second  decontrolled  Tip  was  closed  during  the  year  and 
we  are  now  left  with  one  Controlled  Tip  for  the  area. 

Plans  and  proposals  were  considered  during  the  year  for 
the  provision  of  special  bungalow  accommodation  for  the  older 
residents  in  the  area  to  enable  them  to  remain  in  Shildon  rather 
than  be  transferred  to  accommodation  provided  by  the  County 
Council.  A  scheme  for  38  bungalows  of  1  and  2  bedroom  types 
together  with  central  heating  and  the  provision  of  Warden 
Service  was  approved.  These  bungalows  will  be  placed  on  the 
cleared  site  at  Dalton  Street/Auckland  Terrace  area  and  will 
form  the  start  of  a  redevelopment  scheme  for  that  area. 

Further  meetings  and  discussions  have  taken  place  during 
the  year  with  the  Durham  County  Council  with  regard  to  the 
redevelopment  at  Middridge.  Progress  has  been  made  and  the 
matter  is  still  under  consideration. 

Further  progress  was  made  in  the  renewal  of  affected  fittings 
in  Council  owned  houses  supplied  with  water  from  Mainsforth 
Colliery.  Experiments  are  being  carried  out  in  such  houses, 
after  consultation  with  the  Durham  County  Water  Board,  as  to 
the  cause  of  the  deposits  in  the  fittings. 

The  Sewage  Works  continues  to  turn  out  an  effluent  which 
meets  with  the  approval  of  the  River  Board. 

I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  consideration  and  courtesy 
shown  to  me  by  my  Council  and  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  a  year’s  very  good  work.

Refuse  Collection: 

Domestic,  Shop  and  Trade  Refuse  is  collected  throughout 
the  area  by  regular  weekly  collection  provided  by  the  Council. 
The  disposal  of  the  refuse  is  done  by  controlled  tipping  at 
Sunnydale  Tip  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner. 

A  rear  loading  compressor  type  vehicle  was  introduced 
during  the  year  and  has  proved  very  efficient  and  gives  rise  to 
less  dust  nuisance  than  the  older  type  of  vehicle.

Water  Supply: 

The  Durham  County  Water  Board  took  28  samples  of 
treated  water  and  2  of  raw  water  during  the  year  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination.  All  were  reported  satisfactory. 

The  Board  maintains  a  fully  equipped  laboratory  supervised 
by  a  qualified  experienced  chemist  and  bacteriologist. 

Mainsforth  water  is  the  supply  to  this  area. 

The  fluoride  content  is  estimated  to  be  1.0  p.p.m. 

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

(b)  The  total  number  of  bacteriological  samples  taken  in 
the  Shildon  area  during  1963  was  47.  Of  these,  42  were  classed 
as  satisfactory,  one  as  suspicious  and  four  unsatisfactory. 

(c)  The  water  supply  to  Shildon  is  not  plumbo-solvent. 

(d)  Chlorination  is  carried  out  after  all  main  repairs,  and 
bacteriological  tests  are  made  until  a  satisfactory  result  is 
obtained. 

(e)  There  are  4,676  dwelling  houses  supplied,  110  lock-up 
shops  or  offices  and  142  metered  trade  supplies. 

(f)  The  replacement  of  fittings  affected  by  water  supply  on 
the  Jubilee  Field  Estate  continued  throughout  the  year  and 
should  be  completed  in  1964.  Any  person  who  finds  their  hot 


water  supply  is  not  running  properly  and  who  lives  in  a  Council 
house  should  notify  the  Council  at  once,  other  persons  would 
be  advised  to  seek  the  services  of  a  plumber.

PRIVY  CONVERSIONS 

The  Scheme  introduced  by  this  Council  in  1957,  for  a  Grant 
of  £10  Os.  Od.  per  privy,  continues  to  be  operated,  mainly  in  areas 
Eldon,  Brusselton  and  Middridge. 

The  number  of  Conversions  carried  out  during  the  year 
was  98,  being  the  completion  of  the  Privy  Conversion  Scheme  at 
Eldon.  The  only  privies  remaining  in  the  area  are  those  at 
Brusselton,  Middridge  and  the  occasional  farm  dwellings,  being 
4.  The  conversion  of  such  are  receiving  active  consideration.

Regular  samples  are  taken  for  testing  by  the  Durham  County 
Council  Weights  and  Measures  Department  who  have  reported 
satisfactory  results  during  the  year. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958, 
there  are  4  slaughterhouses  operating  in  the  area,  2  of  which 
only  slaughter  pigs  and  sheep.  The  4  slaughterhouses  concerned 
are  each  attached  to  the  retail  shop  for  which  they  are  used,  and 
conform  to  the  standards  laid  down  under  the  provisions  of  the 
above  Act,  and  have  been  duly  licensed  thereunder.  All  animals 
slaughtered  have  been  subject  to  inspection  which  has  amounted 
to  100%.  A  high  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained 
in  the  slaughterhouses  throughout  the  period. 

The  slaughterhouses  have  also  been  inspected  by  the  Officers 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  have 
been  found  satisfactory.
